Mr Robinson, in opening the cose for the 
defendants, reminded the jury that the case 
was nut one of an infringement of a trade 
mark, Tho plointiffs alleged that their 
cotton thread had been in the China mar- 
ket for a considerable length of time ond 
had acquired o roputation and wae pres 
ferred to other threads, and the principal 
question for the jury waa whother the cut- 
tun thread of tho defendants was got up in 
auch a way as toresamble that.of the plain- 
tiffs ao as to deceive the ordinary purchaser ; 
Land whether the defendants did this with 
intent to cause it to be taken for tho plain- 
tiffs’ thread, Mr Robinson then cited o 
number of similar cages. He went on to 
aay that if in one or two points there was 
4 general resemblance in the way tho thread 
of the two manufacturers was got up it was 
puroly accidentaland wua not auch as would 
deceive the ordinary purchaser, Who, ho 
asked, was likely to ba deceived? Tho Uhi- 
nese broker through whose hands it firat 
passed on its way to the ultimate consumer 
was just as keen a3 anybody in the mattor 
of trado marks and was a most unlikely 
person to bo dectived, nor would he neglect 
to try te get a reduction if the trade mark 
of the gooda wan not the same as what he 
ordered. The brokers sold to the retail 
dealers in the country, people who were as 
sharp in their line a6 the former class and 
just a8 koon to got something token off the 
price of a consignment that was not op to 
the mark. Borh these clesaes of people 
wera able to read and wero very un- 
Nikely to mistako tho ono tame for the 
other. in the edvertisemente, Tho ulti-

that desoription from him, T was asked this 
morning by Mr Bonnett of the Consular 
Berviea to go and seo deceased and tako 
him to the General Hospital, if ho waa 
alive. went round to the Central Police 
Station, borrowed an ambulance, and with 
it preceeded to tho hovae where deceased 
waa staying, being directed there by a 
jinricsha colic. I found deceased living 
in an attic in the houco 1 hava mentioned. 
He was then slive, but apparently un- 
conscious, He was groaning, and ho placed. 
his hand to hia hoad ynco or twice while t 
was in the room. I got the coolies to put 
deceased's clothes on while 1 went down-. 
abaira to sce that the ambulance was all 
ready. Two or three minutes afterwarda 
the coolies brought deceased downatdirs ; 
one of them carried Marshall on his back, 
while another supported him behind. The 
stairs are vory steep, more like ladJors. 
Before they got outside the street door, 
however, I saw that decensed was dord, ti 
took the body to the General Hospital and « 
afterwards brought it hore, One of tha 
coolies, the man in whose house decensed 
had been living, told me that he had beon 
supporting deceased, I know nothing about 
tho cause of bis death, but T think it may 
have been starvation. 

‘Dr Milles had given a cortificate and it 
wos handed round to the jurymen, It 
stated that he had examined the body of 
decuased, who was very emaciated, and 
looked os if he had died of malnutrition. 

B. F. Bonnett, aworn, stated I ro- 
ceived # note from the Hotel des Colonies 
this morning asking-some ane to go and saa 
a British subject who waa dying in a hovse 
close to the hotel, At Mr Hannon’s 
request I wont and’ found the man in tho 
top storey of a Chiness house aod apparont- 
ly at the point of death, I spoke to him, 
but he was gnite unconscious.
